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UNESCO to retain support despite 

new country status 


MAHO—In light of the new 
constitutional status for the 
Netherlands Antilles, United 
NationsEducation, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organisation 
(UNESCO) Caribbean 
Director Kwame Boafa 
has guaranteed continued 
cooperation considering the 
necessity to develop national 
commissions. 

Boafa said this during the 
opening remarks of a two- 
day UNESCO meeting that 
rounded off Friday. Leader of 
Government Commissioner 
Sarah Wescot-Williams 
stated her concerns about 
just that matter. 

She wanted to know 
what would happen to the 
UNESCO offices in St. 
Maarten and Curagao as of 


January 2010. 

Much of the focus of the 
meeting was on giving advice 
to St. Maarten on how it 
could restructure its position 
with UNESCO, in seeking 
separate membership. This 
will constitute the additional 
responsibility for UNESCO 
of having at least one more 
national commission added 
in the region. St. Maarten has 
had UNESCO membership 
for 25 years up to now. 
Wescot-Williams asked 
UNESCO representatives 
present during Thursday’s 
opening session to 
consider future cooperation 
despite the constitutional 
transformation.

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Why my students asked Obama to 
play chess with them

Norfolk, Va. - Six months of chess in the classroom as a learning 
platform transformed 40 of my students, many of whom are 
labeled “underachievers,” from victims into victors - at no cost 
to the taxpayer or school. Now that success is at risk because of 
the ailing economy. 

Too often “private school” is automatically associated with well- 
heeled students and a posh environment. In reality, many tiny 
private schools exist to serve students who have been left behind 
by harsh, large public school classes due to a wide variety of issues 
ranging from sheer sensitive brilliance to serious family issues. 
Like many public schools these private schools often struggle to 
meet the needs of their students. 

Our small private school, for example, is little more than four 
walls; no computers in the classrooms and blue-collar families 
working multiple jobs to educate their children. Our children 
come from single-parent families and many students work after 
school to pay their own tuition. It’s the same story at hundreds of 
schools across the nation. 

I teach five totally different classes each day: American 
government, English composition, British literature, journalism, 
and creative writing while earning less than $16,000 a year before 
taxes. I obviously love this job at Ryan Academy High School 
and find the challenge of pushing students to learn important, to 
say the least. 

While schools nationwide cool their fiscal jets and big businesses 
retool their corporate jets, teachers everywhere are learning 
to make educational bricks without straw. To connect with the 
unique minds in my classes, I had to step out of the box and onto 
the chess board. 

And it worked. 

My students successfully solicited free chess sets and learning 
materials from: The Hip-Hop Chess Federation (HHCF), The 
US Chess Trust, the Josh Waitzkin Foundation, The House of 
Staunton, and the Virginia Scholastic Chess Association. Intel 
may even be sending a laptop so students can play online for 
chess scholarships. 

The only other classroom using Hip-Hop Chess - which stresses 
unity, life strategy, and nonviolence in the classroom - for daily 
teaching, is John J. O’Connell High School in San Francisco. 
Both have seen students transform from underachievers (in some 
cases juvenile delinquents) to students eager to learn and think. 
Every one of my students learned to play chess this year. What’s 
more, they all began to think more clearly and often, and think 
before they acted. Achievers blossomed and borderline drop-outs 
are now making the honor roll and are seriously thinking about 
college and jobs that do not involve fries or result in an orange 
jumpsuit and leg irons. 
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ANGRY AMERICANS MAY RE REABY TO LOOK AT 
INCOME INEQUALITY

It took a lot to drive average Americans into a 
torrent of populist outrage, ready to tar and feather 
executives of American International Group and 
other greedy financiers who brought the world 
economy to the brink of collapse and then dared to 
demand outrageous compensation for their work. 
Given that regular stiffs have been struggling for 
decades, it’s a wonder that anger took so long to 
build. 

While Wall Street bonuses may have reached the 
apex of absurdity in the last decade or so, CEO 
compensation has been out of whack for much 
longer than that. In 1965, CEOs earned 24 times 
the pay of the average worker; by 2007, the factor 
was 275 times. Even CEOs who wrecked their 
companies were rewarded lavishly when they left. 
Meanwhile, most workers didn’t share in the wealth 
produced by productivity gains in the 1990s. Their 
health care costs soared; their unions weakened; 
class divisions hardened. These days, it’s not as 
easy for young men and women to rise above their 
parents’ means as popular mythology suggests. 

The typical worker might have noticed the growing 
income inequality — and protested — earlier. But 
easy credit helped Americans maintain comfortable 
lifestyles, concealing the effect of stagnating 
wages. 

Besides, conservative commentators had convinced 
many that if you weren’t rich, it was your own fault. 
They denounced concerns about the income gap as 
“class warfare”; they dismissed any suggestion that 
greedy CEOs needed to be reined in; they lauded 
unbridled capitalism as man’s salvation. 

That era is now officially over. And good riddance. 
(Well, mostly over. In some quarters, the kneejerk 
impulse to excuse fat cats their misdeeds remains so 
strong that some conservative commentators have 
tried to blame the financial meltdown on working- 
class homebuyers. Not a single mainstream 
economist agrees with that assessment. It’s pretty 
clear that shenigans at companies like AIG are to 
blame for this mess.) 

However, it’s not yet clear what we’ll do with the 
lessons we’ve learned. For example, will we harness 
this righteous anger to adopt long-needed initiatives 


to stem income inequality? 

This isn’t a plea for handouts for the incompetent 
or lazy. Nor is it a naive belief that government 
should ensure equal outcomes. It’s a call for a clear¬ 
eyed look at social mobility, without rose-colored 
glasses. 

A few years ago, Earl Wysong of Indiana 
University and two colleagues published a study on 
social mobility in this country. As outlined in the 
Economist, a right-leaning British news magazine, 
they “compared the incomes of 2,749 father-and- 
son pairs from 1979 to 1998 and found that few 
sons had moved up the class ladder. Nearly 70 
percent of the sons in 1998 had remained at the 
same level or were doing worse than their fathers in 
1979. The greatest social mobility occurred in those 
families already at the top of the income ladder,” the 
magazine reported. 

In other words, America doesn’t level the playing 
field as well as popular culture suggests. With the 
decline of the nation’s manufacturing sector, the 
great engine of economic equality is sputtering. Jobs 
that gave high school graduates a good middle-class 
lifestyle, with health care and pensions, are dying, 
with nothing to replace them. 

You need look no further than the nation’s military to 
see the class distinctions. While affluent Americans 
send their sons and daughters to college, the all¬ 
volunteer armed forces have become increasingly 
dependent on young men and women from working- 
class homes, usually those earning under $40,000 a 
year. While many of those volunteers felt the tug of 
duty and patriotism, others joined for health care and 
college aid. Those young men and women deserve 
to have other routes to economic stability. 

The United States is still a country of great 
opportunity, as the Obamas would surely attest. 
Neither Barack nor Michelle Robinson Obama 
grew up in comfort; but with hard work, each of 
them rose to achieve an Ivy League education. 

But countless other young Americans are struggling 
to climb just one or two rungs up the ladder of social 
and economic mobility. We ought to harness our 
righteous indignation to find a way to reward that 
effort.

Obama implies rejection 
of House bonus tax plan

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama wagered 
significant political capital 
Sunday, signaling opposition to 
a highly popular congressional 
drive to slap a punitive 90 percent 
tax on bonuses to big earners at 
financial institutions already 
deeply in debt to taxpayers. 
Obama defended his stand by 
saying the tax, passed quickly in 
the House of Representatives last 
week, would be unconstitutional 
and that he would not “govern 
out of anger.” He declared his 
determination, nevertheless, to 
make Wall Street understand it 
must shed “the old way of doing 
business.” 

In a wide ranging interview 
broadcast Sunday night, 
Obama also acknowledged 
surprise at how quickly the U.S. 
economy crumbled between his 
November election and January 
inauguration. 

“I don’t think that we anticipated 
how steep the decline would 
be,” he said in the “60 Minutes” 
interview on CBS television. 


“That slope is a lot steeper than 
anything that we’ve said—we’ve 
seen before.” 

There was considerable political 
risk attached to Obama’s implied 
rejection of the 90 percent 
tax measure. It raced through 
the House of Representatives 
as lawmakers responded to a 
wave of American anger over 
bonus payments to American 
International Group Inc. 
employees. 

A week ago, the company paid 
out at least $165 million in 
bonuses even though taxpayers 
were keeping the insurance 
giant afloat with a $170 billion 
government bailout. 

While questioning the legality 
and constitutionality of the House 
measure, Obama said he expected 
the Senate would produce a much 
different and acceptable version 
of the bill — one that he could 
sign. 

In a portion of the interview taped 
in the Oval Office, Obama issued 
his standard and optimistic long¬ 
term prognosis for the economy, 
but responded, “Yes,” when asked 
if “the financial system could still 


implode if you had a big failure at 
AIG or at Citicorp?” 

And the president explained that 
he felt caught in a balancing act, 
trying to assuage taxpayer anger 
at Wall Street with the need 
for support from the financial 
sector for his attempts to stop the 
country from plunging into fiscal 
turmoil unseen since the 1930s 
Great Depression.

I think that you’ve got a pretty 
egregious situation here (bonus 
payments) that people are 
understandably upset about,” he 
said in the interview taped on 
Friday. “And so let’s see if there 
are ways of doing this that are 
both legal, that are constitutional 

— that uphold our basic principles 
of fairness, but don’t hamper us 
from getting the banking system 

— back on track.” 

Earlier Sunday, Jared Berets, Vice 
President Joe Biden’s economic 
adviser, previewed Obama’s 
opposition to the AIG tax plan, 
saying it “may be a dangerous 
way to go.”

TOKYO (AP) — A FedEx cargo plane crashed early 
Monday morning amid heavy winds at Tokyo’s 
international airport and burst into flames. The pilot and 
copilot were taken to a hospital, and a local TV station 
reported they were both confirmed dead. 

The flight from Guangzhou China crashed onto a 
runway at Narita Airport and was immediately swarmed 
by firefighters and rescuers. The pilot and copilot — the 
only people onboard the flight — were extracted from 
the cockpit and brought to a local hospital, according to 
airport spokeswoman Misuho Fukuda. 

TV Asahi reported that both had been confirmed dead. 
Television footage showed the plane bounce and then 
burst into flames as it skidded to a halt on the runway. 
The twisted remains of the plane were still smoking 
hours after the crash. 

The plane smashed into the longer of Narita’s two 
runways, which remained closed Monday morning with 
all incoming flights diverted, Fukuda said. 

Local news reports said the plane was an MD-11. 

Strong winds and turbulence have caused other recent 
incidents at the airport. Last month a flight from the 
Philippines was jolted by severe turbulence as it circled 
prior to landing, injuring 50 passengers and crew 
members. Narita Airport is a major international hub 
located about 35 miles east of central Tokyo. It is Japan’s 
second-busiest airport, after Haneda Airport, which is 
also in Tokyo.

And White House economic 
adviser Austen Goolsbee 
said his boss understood the 
nation’s anger and that the 
easiest thing would be for 
AIG executives to return the 
bonuses. “He’s going to look 
at what comes out of the 
House, what comes out of 
the Senate, see what ideas we 
have,” Goolsbee said. 
Obamausedthe CBS interview 
to yet again defend Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
and his plans to resuscitate the 
ailing financial system. 

After appearing blind-sided by 
and wrong-footed last week 
in its response to millions of 
dollars in bonus payments, 
Geithner was set on Monday 
to detail plans to use $100 
billion in federal bailout 
funds to leverage as much 
as $1 trillion in so-called 
toxic assets off the books of 
endangered banks. 

Christina Romer, a top Obama 
economic adviser, said Sunday 
that Geithner would achieve 
that goal using part of what 
remains in the $700 billion 
financial rescue package to 
entice private investors to buy 
the bad assets and hold them 
until the system recovers. She 
said the Federal Reserve and 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. would inject more 
capital as well, but did not 
specify how much. 

The goal: Thawing the frozen 


credit system which has been 
denying loans to businesses 
and consumers, compounding 
the country’s deep recession. 
Romer said Geithner was 
laying out one more piece of 
the administration’s plan to 
revive the collapsing economy, 
and that she did not expect the 
message to trigger the same 
kind of stock market plunge 
that greeted the treasury 
secretary’s original discussion 
of the plan on Feb. 10. The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
shed 380 points as investors 
expressed disappointment 
about a lack of details. 
Meanwhile, Republican Sen. 
Judd Gregg predicted Obama’s 
ambitious $3.6 trillion budget, 
including massive spending to 


save the economy, would put 
the country into bankruptcy 
and would never pass 
Congress. 

“The practical implications 
of this is bankruptcy for the 
United States. There’s no other 
way around it,” Gregg said. 
“If we maintain the proposals 
which are in this budget over 
the 10-year period that this 
budget covers, this country 
will go bankrupt. People will 
not buy our debt; our dollar 
will become devalued.” 

Gregg, however, joined 
Obama in defending Geithner 
and agreed with the president’s 
apparent rejection of the House 
measure to tax bonuses. 
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Immigrants fearful English classes could be cut

NEW YORK (AP) — Farzana 
Morshed arrived from 
Bangladesh three years ago 
without any real grasp of 
English. Her husband had to 
help her open a bank account, 
an interpreter was necessary 
when she needed medical care 
and she couldn’t go anywhere 
by herself for fear of getting 
lost. 

Morshed soon got the 
language lessons she needed 
through her local library and 
a community-based nonprofit 
organization, and her English 
is now good enough that she 
can work as an interpreter at 
a hospital. 

But other immigrants around 
the country are worried that 
they won’t have the same 
chance as Morshed because 
states are slashing budgets 
for adult literacy classes 
— an important lifeline in 
immigrant communities. 

The New York state budget 


proposed by Gov. David 
Paterson would cut three 
programs that contain an 
English education component. 
The proposed budget takes 
funding for the three programs 


from nearly $13 million down 
to $8.6 million, a cut of about 
33 percent. 

At the city level, Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg’s budget 
proposal doesn’t include 


two City Council streams of 
funding that support teaching 
English, said Anthony Ng, 
deputy director of policy 
and advocacy at United 
Neighborhood Houses. Those 
programs currently receive 
almost $7 million. 

It’s an issue in other parts 
of the country as well, said 
Margie McHugh, co-director 
of the National Center on 
Immigrant Integration Policy 
at the Migration Policy 
Institute. She said there is 
great concern in several 
states that budget shortfalls 
will cause cutbacks in adult 
literacy programs, noting that 
it already has happened in 
California. 

Immigrants in New York hope 
the money will be restored 
by the time the state and 
city budgets are finalized. 
The city programs also were 
not included in Bloomberg’s 
proposals in previous years, 
but they were added in during 
the budget process, Ng said, 
although not at the funding 
levels advocates hoped to 
see. 

At a rally Wednesday at a park 
in the Jackson Heights section 
of the borough of Queens, 
immigrants spoke out against 
the funding cuts and carried 
signs reading “Rebuild, Invest 
in Adult Literacy” and “More 
Education for Parents, Better 
Future for Children.” 

Among them was Gustavo 
Medina, 72, wearing a top hat 


his granddaughter made for 
him that said “We Want To 
Learn.” 

The Colombian immigrant 
has been taking English 
classes for the past year, and 
hopes enough funding will 
be there for another year. He 
works cleaning restaurants at 
John F. Kennedy International 
Airport and learning English 
would help him find a better 
job with a better income. 

And that, he said, would be 
good for the country, since a 
higher income would have 
him pay more in taxes. “If I 
learn English, more money 
for Uncle Sam,” he said. 
Advocates say the resources 
for teaching English to 
immigrants already are vastly 
outstripped by demand. At the 
Shorefront YM-YWHA of 
Brighton Beach in Brooklyn, 
several hundred students are 
taking English classes at any 
given time and easily that 
many more are on a waiting 
list. 

Susan Fox, executive director 
of Shorefront, said immigrants 
are eager to learn English, 
recognizing how vital it 
is not only for economic 
advancement but to be fully 
engaged in life in the United 
States. 

“Every cut in the adult literacy 
world will mean fewer people 
helped,” she said. 

In California, those cuts are a 
reality. Adult education there 
is run through two systems, 
community colleges and 
programs administered by 
school districts, said Matthew 
Smith, president of the 
California Council of Adult 
Education. 

The recently approved state 
budget cut funds for adult 
education run by school 
districts by 15 percent and 
an additional 5 percent cut 
is coming, he said. Also, 
whatever funds districts do 
receive can be used at their 
discretion, so they could 
decide to use the money to 
plug holes in their kindergarten 
to high school programs and 
not fund adult programs at all, 
Smith said. 

“It is that bad here,” he said. 
Immigrants and advocates say 
the need for language classes 
is especially important during 


II.S. officials plead for 
volunteers as flood sets in

FARGO, North Dakota (AP) — 
Officials in Fargo and Minnesota 
issued urgent pleas for volunteers 
to help with sandbagging as a 
storm on Sunday increased the 
threat of flood in an area already 
expected to be swamped by a 
record river crest. 

“We need this help,” Cass 
County Sheriff Paul Laney said. 
“We need to stay calm, we need 
to stay cool, but we need to get 
serious and get this done.” 

The National Weather Service 
said the Red River was about 3 
feet above flood stage Sunday 
in Fargo and more water was on 
the way. The river was expected 
to crest between 39 feet and 41 
feet in the Fargo-Moorhead area 
by Friday, a day earlier and a 
foot higher than projected. 

City officials originally planned 
to fill more than 1 million 
sandbags but now believe they 
need nearly 1.9 million bags 
to protect neighborhoods that 
would be affected by the new 
projections. About 400,000 to 
500,000 bags must be filled each 
day to reach the goal by the end 
of the week, officials said. 

The Minnesota National Guard 


said Sunday that more than 200 
soldiers would be heading to the 
Red River Valley to help with the 
flood fight. The North Dakota 
National Guard said about 250 
members were ready. 

Even so, Fargo Mayor Dennis 
Walaker asked for help from 
residents as rain began falling 
Sunday outside City Hall. 

“What we want to do is avoid 
any kind of chaos,” Walaker 
said. “This is a system where 
everybody works very hard to 
provide organization to this 
process.” 

Across the river, Moorhead 
Mayor Mark Voxland said he 
did not think the two cities were 
ready for a flood that could top 
the record crest of 39.6 feet in 
1997. 

Laney said 25 inmates from the 
Cass County jail would be filling 
sandbags overnight, and Fargo 
high school students were being 
released if they wanted to help. 
The North Dakota State football 
team signed up to fill bags. 
Sandbags were being placed 
in garages Sunday night to 
prevent freezing in particularly 
vulnerable neighborhoods 
where about 700 homes needed 
protection, Walaker said.

“You can’t place frozen 
sandbags. They’re just like 
rocks, and they leak like 
sieves,” Walaker said.

They said 80 
percent of the work had been 
complete. 

City officials said they planned 
to issue calls to residents to 
help with diking in nearby 
areas.

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— The military buildup in 
Afghanistan is stoking a surge 
of private security contractors 
despite a string of deadly 
shootings in Iraq in recent 
years that has called into 


question the government’s 
ability to manage the guns for 
hire. 

In recent online postings, the 
military has asked private 
security companies to protect 
traveling convoys and guard 
U.S. bases in troubled southern 
provinces such as Helmand 


and Kandahar. And if truckers 
hired to transport fuel for the 
military want protection, they 
can hire their own armed 
guards, the military says. 

The Bush administration 
expanded the use of such 
companies with the onset 
of the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan because it can 
save the military time and 
money. But the practice 
lost much of its appeal with 
Congress after September 
2007, when five guards 
with what was then called 
Blackwater Worldwide (the 
company recently changed its 
name to Xe) opened fire in a 
crowded Baghdad square and 
killed 17 Iraqis. 

Those killings followed a 2006 
incident in which a drunken 
Blackwater employee fatally 
shot an Iraqi politician’s 
bodyguard. 

Now, as President Barack 
Obama plans to send more U.S. 
personnel to Afghanistan to 
boost security and diplomatic 
efforts, more contractors are 
preparing to deploy, too. 


Still, serious questions remain 
as to how these private forces 
are managed, when they can 
use deadly force and what 
happens if they break the 
rules. 

“We understand the difficulty 
of providing for the security 
of the Department of Defense 
facilities,” Sen. Carl Levin, 
Democratic chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, wrote Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates on Dec. 
9. “However, the proposed 
contract would appear to 
dramatically expand the use 
of private security contractors 
in Afghanistan,” Levin said, 
adding that the reliance on 
contractors in Iraq resulted in 
“widespread abuses.” 

Levin wrote to Gates after 
The Washington Post reported 
on the contract bid for armed 
guards at U.S. bases in 
southern Afghanistan. 

In his letter, he noted the 
2009 National Defense 
Authorization Act, which 
warns the Defense Department 
against outsourcing security 
operations “in uncontrolled 
or unpredictable high-threat 
environments.” 

Complicating matters is that 
the armed guards hired in 
Afghanistan most likely won’t 
be U.S. citizens. According 
to Gates, only nine out of the 
3,847 security contractors 
in Afghanistan have U.S. 
passports. 

Some lawmakers worry that 
arming non-U. S. citizens to 
protect American bases or 
convoys poses a security risk in 
a country rife with corruption 
and on the defensive against 
the militant Taliban. 

Gates defended the practice in 
his Feb. 17 response to Levin. 
“The use of contractor security 
personnel is vital to supporting 
the forward-operating bases in 
certain parts of the country 
and in continuing our efforts 
to employ local nationals 
whenever possible,” the 
Pentagon chief said. 

Former presidential candidate 
Sen. John McCain, the top 
Republican on the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, 
agrees. 

“If Afghans are qualified to 
do jobs, we want them to 
do jobs,” McCain said in an 


interview. 

Despite Gates’ assurances, 
Levin said in a statement to the 
Associated Press that he would 
“continue to actively review 
the issue and to consider the 
need for legislation.” 

But so far, Congress has 
struggled to close even the 
most glaring of legal loopholes 
governing security contractors 
in war zones. 

While the law says U.S. courts 
have jurisdiction over defense 
contractors working in a war 
zone, it leaves in question those 
supporting other agencies, 
such as the Blackwater guards 
hired by the State Department 
and involved in the Baghdad 
shooting. 

In October 2007, the 
House of Representatives 
voted 389-30 to give U.S. 
courts jurisdiction over all 
contractors in a war zone. But 
momentum on the bill stalled 
after the Bush administration 
raised objections. The Senate 
version of the bill, introduced 
by Barack Obama when he 
was an Illinois senator, never 
received a vote. 

Last month, two sponsors of the 
bill, Democratic Reps. David 
Price and Jan Schakowsky, 
asked President Obama in a 
letter to pick up where he left 
off by helping Congress define 
which tasks only government 
should perform. 

There are 71,700 contractors 
in Afghanistan, which is more 
than twice the number of U.S. 
troops. With more than 3,000 
of those contractors carrying 
weapons, the Defense 
Department established an 
office to oversee them. 

That office, known as the 
“armed contractor oversight 
directorate,” just agreed to pay 
$993,000 to Aegis Defense 
Services, a London-based 
security and risk management 
company, to help do that job. 
Gates assured Levin that the 
military’s contract with Aegis 
would not result in contractors 
overseeing contractors. 
Instead, the nearly $1 million 
dollar deal would provide 
administrative support only 
and that the company’s 
workers would not have “direct 
input into daily operations, 
force protection, or combat 
operations,” Gates said.

Obama may not be the messiah or even stuck- 
up, but he is the first president in decades to 
skip the Gridiron Club dinner during his first 
year in office. 

Instead, the president spent Saturday night 
at the Camp David presidential retreat in 
the Maryland mountains with his family. He 
missed out on the 124th annual event in which 
journalists use jokes and songs to skewer 
politicians — a few of whom get to throw 
back some jabs of their own. 

“Here you were expecting ‘Yes we can,”’ 
Schwarzenegger, a Republican, said during 
the festivities at a downtown hotel ballroom. 
“And instead what did you get? ‘Hasta la vista, 
baby,”’ reprising a line from his “Terminator 
2: Judgment Day” film. 

Michigan Gov. Jennifer Granholm said that 
former vice presidential candidate Sarah 


Palin, the governor of Alaska, “really set back 
the cause of hot governors.” 

Then, with an eye on Pennsylvania’s chief 
executive, Granholm added: “You know 
where I’m coming from, Ed Rendell.” 

The Democrat also took a shot at 
Schwarzenegger, asking which of his movies 
best prepared him to deal with his fellow 
Republicans: “True Lies” or “Kindergarten 
Cop”? 

Much of the evening’s dark humor focused on 
the financial crisis. 

Biden said that Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner, in attendance for the event, is 
“always there when you need money, no 
questions asked.” 

In a send-up of House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
an impersonator sang “Imperial Girl” to the 
tune of Madonna’s “Material Girl.” 

The joumalists-tumed-entertainers, wearing 
silly costumes and accompanied by the United 
States Marine Band, also took a few final 
swipes at the previous administration. 

A spoof of former Vice President Dick Cheney 
set to the tune of Frank Sinatra’s “My Way” 
made fun of Cheney’s dominant role in George 
W. Bush’s White House. The Cheney mimic 
sang, “I pulled the strings, he said the words 
...he did it my way.” 










FAA: Children among 17 dead in Montana nlane crash 


BUTTE, Montana (AP) 
— A small plane crashed 
Sunday as it approached an 
airport in Montana, killing 
17 people, including several 
children, a Federal Aviation 
Administration spokesman 
said. 

The single engine turboprop 
plane crashed about 500 feet 
from the airport in Butte 
while attempting to land, said 
spokesman Mike Fergus. 
The Montana Standard 
reported in an online story 
that it crashed in Butte’s 
Holy Cross Cemetery. 

The aircraft had departed 
from Oroville, California, 
and the pilot had filed a flight 
plan showing a destination 
of Bozeman, about 85 miles 
southeast of Butte. But the 
pilot canceled his flight plan 
at some point and headed for 
Butte, Fergus said. 
Preliminary reports indicate 
the dead include numerous 
children, he said. There were 
no known fatalities on the 
ground, he added. 

“We think that it was 
probably a ski trip for the 
kids,” Fergus said. 

The plane was registered to 
Eagle Cap Leasing Inc. in 
Enterprise, Oregon, Fergus 
said. He didn’t know who 
was operating the plane. 
Calls to local authorities were 
not immediately returned. 
Witnesses told the Standard 
that they saw the plane go 
into a nosedive into the 
cemetery. 

Martha and Steve Guidoni, 
who were at a gas station 
across from the cemetery, 
said the plane “just nose¬ 
dived into the ground.” 

“My husband went over 
there to see if he could do 
anything,” Martha Guidoni 
said. 

Fergus said the Pilatus PC- 
12 aircraft was manufactured 
in 2001.

corporate records. Attempts 
to reach Felkamp by phone 
were unsuccessful. 

In California, Tom Hagler 
said he saw a group of about 
a dozen children and four 
adults Sunday morning at the 
Oroville Municipal Airport, 
about 70 miles north of 
Sacramento. 

Hagler, owner of Table 
MountainAviation, described 
the children as ranging from 
about 6- to 10 year olds. 
He let the children into his 
building to use the restroom. 

“There were a lot of kids in 
the group,” he said. “A lot of 
really cute kids.” 

Hagler said he showed the 
pilot where he could fill up 
on fuel, and the pilot said he 
expected his flight to take 
two-and-a-half hours. The 
pilot didn’t file a flight plan 
at the Oroville airport. 
National Transportation 
Safety Board spokesman 
Keith Holloway said its 
investigators were expected 
to arrive in Butte late Sunday 
or early Monday. 

The incident was the 
country’s third major plane 
crash this year. All 155 people

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Pope decries African wars at Mass for 1 million

LUANDA, Angola (AP) — 
Pope Benedict XVI celebrated 
Mass for the largest gathering 
of his African pilgrimage 
Sunday, telling a crowd on the 
outskirts of this seaside capital 
that reconciliation on the war- 
ravaged continent would come 
only with a “change of heart, 
a new way of thinking.” 

The Vatican said as many as 1 
million people turned out on 
the dusty field near a cement 
factory to hear the pope at the 
last major event of his seven- 
day trip, which began Tuesday 
in Cameroon. 

Speaking from a tented pink 
altar, the pope said evils in 
Africa had “reduced the poor 
to slavery and deprived future 
generations of the resources 
needed to create a more solid 
and just society.” 

“How true it is that war can 
destroy everything of value,” 
said Benedict, wearing a 
pink cape and mopping his 
sweaty brow with a white 
handkerchief kept inside his 
sleeve. 

Later he was scheduled to 
meet with representatives 
of women’s rights groups to 
praise the role of women in 
African society. 

Angolans have been enslaved, 
subjugated and at war almost 
nonstop since Portuguese 
colonizers brought the first 
Catholic missionaries in 1491. 


Many of the slaves taken to 
Brazil, for example, came 
from Angola. 

The Catholic Church was an 
ally of the colonizers who 
discriminated against the 
people until independence 
from Portugal in 1975, when 
civil war erupted, in part 
fueled by the country’s oil and 
diamond wealth. 

Some 15,000 died, including 
missionaries, before the war 
ended in 2002, and the scars 
still are evident among the 
many people who lost limbs in 
one of the most heavily mined 
countries in the world. 

A Marxist revolution also 


has left scars, though the 
country’s president for 30 
years, Eduardo dos Santos, 
abandoned communism and 
improved relations with the 
church starting in the late 
1980s. 

Critics say last year’s massive 
election victory was marred 
by fraud and corruption and 
that the pope must beware of 
allowing his visit, sponsored 
by the state, to be seen as 
legitimizing an authoritarian 
regime. The bishops in Angola 
twice have denounced the 
government for leaving its 
people mired in poverty while 
leaders enrich themselves off 


oil and diamonds. 

Since he arrived on Friday 
from Cameroon, the pope 
has met with dos Santos and 
spoken out against corruption 
in Africa, the continent with 
the fastest-growing Catholic 
population in the world. 
Before he said Mass on 
Sunday, Benedict clasped his 
hands, as if in prayer, and 
offered his condolences to 
the families of two 20-year- 
old women trampled to death 
in a stampede at a Luanda 
stadium before a youth event 
he addressed on Saturday. 

He also wished a speedy 


recovery to some 40 people 
injured in the crush. Dozens 
of others collapsed and were 
treated at the site for heat 
exhaustion. 

Later, the Vatican’s No. 2 
official, Cardinal Tarcisio 
Bertone, blessed the bodies of 
the two victims, laid out under 
white sheets at Josina Machel 
Hospital. Accompanied by 
Angola’s Foreign Minister 
Assuncao Dos Anjos, the 
cardinal visited with injured 
victims. 

State radio appealed to people 
to take water and food to 
Sunday’s Mass. People also 
carried parasols and stools 
amid the hooting cars and 
motorbikes making their 
way to see the pope. Some 
men hoisted children onto 
their shoulders and mothers 
strapped babies to their 
backs. 

Even before he landed in 
Africa, the pope provoked 
protests after he told reporters 
on his chartered Alitalia jet 
that condoms were not the 
answer to Africa’s severe 
AIDS epidemic, suggesting 
that sexual behavior was the 
issue. 

He condemned sexual 
violence against women, but 
also chided the 45 African 
countries including Angola 
that have approved abortion in 
cases of rape or incest or when 
a mother’s life is in danger. 


Sudan scholars urge president to stay home

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) — Sudan’s Islamic scholars have 
issued a religious edict calling on the president not to travel to 
an Arab summit because of the international warrant against 
him on war crimes charges, state media reported Sunday. 

The scholar’s fatwa, a nonbinding religious opinion, joins 
increasing calls in Africa’s largest nation for President Omar 
al-Bashir to skip the summit in Qatar at the end of this month 
for fear of an attempt to implement the arrest warrant issued by 
the International Criminal Court. 

“The enemies would like to see us split and thrown to the four 
winds, and if you are harmed then the whole nation would be 
affected,” the scholars argued in their fatwa. 

“From a Sharia (Islamic law) standpoint, you must not travel 
abroad,” they added, saying it was part of their role as Islamic 
scholars to advise the president on matters that affect the lives 
of Muslims in the country. 

On March 4, the ICC issued an arrest warrant for al-Bashir on 
charges of war crimes and crimes against humanity in Darfur, a 


vast arid region in Sudan’s west where a civil war has claimed 
up to 300,000 lives and displaced 2.7 million people. 

Only a few Arab countries are signatories to the ICC bound 
by its rules, and the Arab League has publicly stated that al- 
Bashir would be welcome to the March 27 summit to be held in 
Doha, the Qatari capital. Arab League chief Amr Moussa said 
last week that the 22-nation group would not act on the arrest 
warrant. 

Despite the calls for him to stay home, the Sudanese president 
said he will attend the summit. 

“I insist on taking that decision since their arrest warrant is 
meant to restrict my movements and put me in a prison inside 
Sudan,” he was quoted as saying in an interview published 
Saturday in the Egyptian weekly al-Osboa. 

Al-Bashir caused an international outcry by expelling 13 
international aid organizations from Darfur after the warrant 
was issued. He accused the groups of spying for the tribunal. 
He said in the interview that he was ready to expel more 
organizations and even ambassadors if they overstepped their 
mandate.

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China arrests Tibetan monks 
after attack on nolice

BEIJING (AP) — Police 
arrested nearly 100 monks after 
hundreds of Tibetans attacked a 
police station and government 
officials in northwestern China, 
state media reported. 

All but two of the 95 arrested 
Sunday were monks, the 
official Xinhua News Agency 
said. 

The Tibetans were arrested for 
their involvement in a violent 
protest Saturday apparently 
triggered by the disappearance 
of a Tibetan who escaped from 
police custody in Qinghai 
province, Xinhua said. 

A Tibetan exile said the 
protest involved as many as 
2,000 people and was sparked 
by the apparent suicide of a 
monk under investigation for 
unfurling a Tibetan flag. 
Xinhua said several hundred 
people — including nearly 
100 monks from the Ragya 
Monastery — attacked the 
police station in Ragya, 
a township in the Tibetan 
prefecture of Golog, on 
Saturday, assaulting policemen 
and government staff. 

Some officials were injured 
slightly in the assault, Xinhua 
said, without elaborating. 

A man who answered the 
phone at Qinghai’s public 
security department said he 
had not heard about the attack 
or the arrests. Phone calls to 
other police departments and 
government offices in the area 
rang unanswered. 

Xinhua said the unrest 
Saturday began after a man 
accused of supporting Tibetan 
independence escaped from 
police custody in Ragya and 
disappeared, Xinhua said. 

A former resident of the area 
who lives in Dharmsala, 
India, said the protesters were 
angry because they believed 
the man, a 28-year-old monk 
named Tashi Sangpo, fled then 
committed suicide by jumping 
in the Yellow River. 

“When Tashi was being 
interrogated by the officials, 
he asked their permission to 
go to the toilet. He then went 
out and jumped into the Yellow 
River,” he said on condition 
of anonymity, citing fear of 


reprisals against his family 
still living in China. “The dead 
body is yet to be found.” 

The exile, who said he received 
the information from people in 
Ragya, said 500 monks from 
the monastery protested outside 
the local administration office 
and the group swelled to about 
2,000 as others from the village 
joined. 

He said Tashi Sangpo was being 
investigated by police because 
he unfurled a Tibetan flag on 
the roof of the monastery on 
March 10, the anniversary of 
the start of a 1959 abortive 
Tibetan revolt against Chinese 
rule, and distributed pamphlets 
on the street urging unified 
protests against Chinese rule. 
The Tibetan flag is banned in 
China. 

It was difficult to independently 
verify the account because 
government departments 
could not be reached Sunday. 
Communication is also spotty 


in the areas and residents 
usually will not talk for fear of 
official retaliation. 

Dharmsala is the seat of the 
Dalai Lama’s self-proclaimed 
government-in-exile and the 
destination of many Tibetans 
who flee China. 

Security in Tibetan areas 
has been tightened in recent 
weeks as Beijing tried to head 
off trouble ahead of sensitive 
anniversaries this month. 
March 14 marked the one-year 
anniversary of anti-government 
riots in Lhasa, Tibet’s regional 
capital, while March 17 marked 
50 years since the Dalai Lama 
escaped into exile in India after 
Chinese troops crushed the 
Tibetan revolt. 

China claims Tibet has always 
been part of its territory, 
but many Tibetans say the 
Himalayan region was virtually 
independent for centuries and 
that Beijing’s tight control is 
draining them of their culture 
and identity.

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Venezuela’s Chavez calls 
Barack Obama ignorant 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
—Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez on Sunday called 
President Barack Obama 
“ignorant,” saying he has a lot 
to learn about Latin America. 
The Venezuelan leader said he 
had been ready to name a new 
ambassador in Washington 
when Obama took office, but 
put that on hold after the new 
U.S. president accused him 
of “exporting terrorism” and 
being an obstacle to progress 
in the region. 

“At least one could say, ‘poor 
ignorant person, ’ ” Chavez 
said on his weekly television 


and radio program, adding that 
Obama “should read a little bit 
so that he learns about ... the 
reality of Latin America.” 

U.S. National Security 
Council spokesman Mike 
Hammer declined to comment 
on Chavez’s statements. 
Chavez’s relations with 
Washington grew increasingly 
strained under former 
President George W. Bush. 
The Venezuelan president 
expelled the U.S. ambassador 
and withdrew his envoy from 
Washington in September. 
Top diplomats have yet to be 
restored at either embassy.

Report: Two detained U.S. 
reporters likely in Pyongyang

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — Two American 
journalists detained by North Korean soldiers 
are believed to have been sent to Pyongyang for 
questioning, a news report said Sunday. 

North Korea said Saturday it was investigating 
two Americans it detained Tuesday for “illegally 
intruding” into its territory after crossing the 
border from China. 

A brief dispatch from the North’s official Korean 
Central News Agency gave no other details, but 
it was apparent confirmation of reported arrests 
of two female U.S. journalists reporting on North 
Korean refugees in the border area. 

South Korean media and a South Korean 
missionary identified the two detained Americans 
as Laura Ling and Euna Lee, reporters for former 
Vice President A1 Gore’s San Francisco-based 
media outlet Current TV. 

A U.S. official said Saturday that the U.S. has 
been in touch with North Korean representatives 
about the journalists and is awaiting a reply. The 
official, who spoke on condition of anonymity 
citing the sensitivity of the issue, said the U.S. 
doesn’t know where the North is holding them. 
South Korea’s Yonhap news agency said Sunday, 
in a report from the Chinese city of Yanji, that it is 
highly likely that they were sent to Pyongyang to 
be investigated for their alleged border intmsion. 
“Considering the significance of the case, there 
is a high possibility that the two U.S. journalists 
have been sent to Pyongyang and are undergoing 
a direct investigation” by the North’s spy agency 
and military, Yonhap quoted a source in China it 
described as privy to North Korean affairs. 
Yonhap quoted other sources in China as saying 
the North’s confirmation of the arrest appeared 


to demonstrate that Pyongyang’s intelligence and 
military headquarters are directly interrogating 
the journalists. Yonhap also said the North is 
expected to “politically” use the U.S. journalists 
in its negotiations with the U.S. government. 

Ties between Washington and Pyongyang already 
have been strained over the North’s refusal to fully 
verify its past nuclear activities and its announced 
plan to launch a satellite into orbit in early April. 
U.S. and other regional powers argue the launch 
is a cover for a long-range missile test. 

The two journalists, along with a male cameraman 
and a guide, were headed to Yanji, across the 
border from North Korea’s far northeastern 
comer, where they planned to interview women 
forced by human traffickers to strip for online 
customers and meet with children of defectors, 
according to the Rev. Chun Ki-won of the Seoul- 
based Durihana Mission, a Christian group that 
helps defectors. 

Then they planned to travel to Dandong, said 
Chun who helped the journalists organize the trip. 
At the Yalu River near Dandong on Sunday, rifle¬ 
carrying North Korean soldiers across the river 
patrolled its bank. A group of men painted fishing 
boats on the North Korean side during low tide. 
Many North Korean children who grow up on the 
mn in China live in legal limbo, unable even to 
attend school, according to a 2008 Human Rights 
Watch report. 

The North Korean-Chinese border is long, porous 
and not well demarcated and thus a common 
route for escape from the North. 

A growing number of North Koreans have 
sneaked into China to escape political repression 
and chronic food shortages and to seek asylum, 
mostly in South Korea, according to North 
Korean defectors in South Korea and activists. 
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Israel, Hamas say talks 
on prisoner swap not over

JERUSALEM (AP) — Both 
Israel and Gaza’s Hamas 
rulers said Sunday that talks 
aimed at freeing an Israeli 
soldier held nearly three years 
by Palestinian militants are 
not over, despite last week’s 
public breakdown of Egyptian- 
mediated contacts. 

Also, the exiled leader of 
Hamas said it’s a “matter 
of time” before the Obama 
administration establishes 
contact with his group, 
according to an interview 
published Sunday. 

Israeli Sgt. Gilad Schalit has 
been held by Hamas-linked 
militants in Gaza since June 
2006, and Egypt hosted 
intensive talks last week aimed 
at a prisoner exchange. 

When the talks ended, Olmert 
said Hamas demands were 
excessive and indicated he 
would turn the matter over 
to his successor, Benjamin 
Netanyahu, who is expected 
take office within two weeks. 
At a ceremony marking 


Schalit’s 1,000th day in 
captivity on Saturday, the 
soldier’s father, Noam, 
implored Olmert to use his 
remaining time in office to 
pursue his son’s release. 
Olmert spokesman Mark 
Regev said the government 
was trying to reach a deal with 
Hamas. 

“The government of Israel is 
committed to achieving the 
release of Gilad Schalit. The 
work is ongoing,” he said. He 
provided no further details. 
The head of Hamas’ 
government in the Gaza Strip, 
Ismail Haniyeh, also indicated 
a deal was still possible in an 
article published Sunday in the 
Hamas newspaper Al-Ray. 
Haniyeh blamed Israel for the 
breakdown in talks, but wrote, 
“Our people are still trying to 
renew the Egyptian-sponsored 
negotiations in order to 
reach a respectable prisoner 
exchange.” 

Exiled Hamas leader Khaled 
Mashaal was quoted by 
the Italian newspaper La 
Repubblica as saying that 


Olmert was trying to threaten 
Hamas with the specter of 
Netanyahu, who takes a harder 
line toward the Palestinians. 
“We know that he’s putting on 
a little show,” Mashaal said 
of Olmert. “But it makes no 
difference to us. He’s the one 
who is in a hurry to bring home 
a success, without paying a 
price for it.” 

Israel agreed to release 
hundreds of Hamas prisoners 
but balked at releasing some 
of the masterminds of suicide 
bombings that killed dozens 
of Israeli civilians. 

Also in the interview, Mashaal 
said President Barack Obama 
was using a “new language” 
toward the Mideast conflict, 
and it was only a “matter 
of time” before Washington 
opens contacts with Hamas, 
as it plans to do with the main 
Hamas sponsor, Iran. 

The U.S., along with the EU 
and Israel, list Hamas as a 
terror organization. A Hamas 
spokesman praised Saturday’s 
failed attempt to explode 
a huge car bomb in a mall 


U.S. pursues charges in 

2007 attack in Iraq 


BAGHDAD (AP) — The U.S. Army has filed 
a criminal complaint in an Iraqi court against 
12 people believed responsible for a May 
2007 ambush in which seven U.S. soldiers 
were killed — three of them after they were 
captured, the U.S. said Sunday. 

In an unusual announcement, the military saidLt. 
Col. Richard Ruffcom, director of intelligence 
for the 10th Mountain Division, appeared in 
court March 11 to file the complaint, which is 
required under Iraqi law before charges can be 
brought. 

“According to Iraqi law, someone must be 
present to file the complaint in person before 
suspects can be formally charged,” Ruffcorn, 
of Omaha, Neb., said in a statement. “After all 
of our efforts to locate (the missing soldiers), 
I considered it an honor to stand on behalf of 
their families.” 

An al-Qaida front group, the Islamic State of 
Iraq, claimed responsibility for the ambush, 
which occurred in Youssifiyah south of 


Baghdad on May 12, 2007. 

Three of the seven killed — Staff Sgt. Alex 
Jimenez of New York City; Spc. Byron Fouty 
of Waterford, Mich, and Cpl. Joseph Anzack of 
Torrance, Calif. — were reported captured by 
insurgents. 

Anzack’s body was recovered from the 
Euphrates River 11 days later. Jimenez and 
Fouty remained missing for more than a year 
until their bodies were found and identified. 
The 12 Iraqis alleged to have taken part in the 
attack are in custody, but a trial date has not 
been set. 

Others killed in the ambush were Sgt. 1st Class 
James D. Connell of Lake City, Tenn.; Spc. 
Daniel W. Coumeya of Nashville, Mich.; Cpl. 
Christopher E. Murphy of Lynchburg, Va. and 
Sgt. Anthony J. Schober of Reno, Nev.

Wife of founder of Iran’s 
Islamic republic dies 

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — The wife of the late Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini, the father of Iran’s 1979 Islamic 
revolution, has died after a long illness, state media 
reported Sunday. She was 93. 

Khadijeh Saqafi, who was known as the “mother of the 
Islamic revolution,” died Saturday in Tehran, state TV 
said. Thousands of people, including Iran’s president and 
supreme leader, attended her funeral at Tehran University 
on Sunday. 

“After a lifetime of patience and perseverance, and 
months of sick health, the dear and respected wife of 
Imam Khomeini has finally passed way, leaving friends 
of the late imam in grief,” her grandson Hasan Khomeini 
said in a statement posted on the Web site of Iran’s 
English-language state television station, Press TV. 
Saqafi, who married Khomeini in 1931, stayed out of 
the public eye during much of her life. Former Iranian 
President Hashemi Rafsanjani described her as the 
“closest and most patient” supporter of her husband and 
his struggle against the U.S.-backed shah’s government, 
according to the state-run IRNA news agency. 

Khomeini, who died in 1989, became the founder of 
the Islamic Republic after returning to Tehran on Feb. 
1, 1979 after living 14 years in exile. Ten days later, the 
government of Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi collapsed 
and the Islamic revolution was proclaimed. Khomeini 
later became Iran’s first supreme leader. 

After Sunday’s funeral, Saqafi’s body was carried 
Khomeini’s mausoleum for burial, IRNA reported. The 
gold-domed shrine is located 10 miles south of Tehran. 
Saqafi is survived by three daughters. One of her son’s, 
Ahmad, died in 1995 at the age of 50 after suffering a 
massive cardiac arrest. Another son, Mostafa, was killed 
in 1977 in Iraq.

“I want to say from here that we are ready to expel the 
ambassadors if they exceed their diplomatic duties since our 
concern in Sudan is not to appease the others,” he was quoted 
as saying.

Abdul Rahman Akhtash, the 
deputy provincial police chief, 
said about 300 people gathered 
to protest the raid. 


A coalition statement said 
five militants were killed and 
four others were detained 
during the early morning raid 
targeting a “terrorist network” 
in Kunduz province, close to 
the border with Tajikistan. 

It said one militant was 
killed in the initial assault 
on a compound, and the rest 
died after troops asked for 
noncombatants to leave the 
buildings and instead were 
“engaged with small arms 
fire.” But Abdul Manan, 
mayor of Imam Sahib district, 
said the raid targeted his house 
and killed two of his guards, 
a cook, a driver and another 
man. 

The Interior Ministry said only 
that “five of our countrymen” 
were killed in the mayor’s 
house, and a spokesman 
declined to label them as either 
militants or civilians. 

“The Interior Ministry is 
deeply sad about this and we 
are sending a delegation to 
investigate,” the ministry said 
in a statement. 

Manan said the helicopter- 
borne forces blew open the 


compound gates. He said he 
was hunkered down inside 
a room with his wife and 
children and had no contact 
with the troops during the 
raid. 

The coalition statement 
said “no women or children 
were present in the targeted 
attacks.” 

A record 2,118 civilians died 
in the Afghan war last year, 
a 40 percent increase over 

2007, the U.N. has reported. It 
said U.S., NATO and Afghan 
forces killed 829 civilians, or 
39 percent of the total. 

Also Sunday, a roadside 
bomb exploded in eastern 
Khost province, killing one 
road construction worker and 
wounding 11 others who were 
traveling in a vehicle to their 
job northeast of Khost city, 
the Interior Ministry said in a 
statement. 

Militants regularly plant 
roadside bombs targeting 
Afghan and foreign troops, but 
many of the victims have been 
civilians. The number of such 
attacks rose by 30 percent in 

2008, according to NATO. 


4 charged in deadly biker 
airport brawl 


SYDNEY (AP) — Police defended security 
levels at Australia’s largest airport Monday after 
a man was beaten to death during a brawl by 
suspected rival biker gangs in one of Sydney’s 
busiest terminals. 

Four men were charged with affray — fighting in 
a public place — for the violence that occurred 
as terrified passengers watched on Sunday. They 
could face two years in prison. 

State authorities held an urgent meeting Monday 
to consider introducing tougher laws against 
biker gangs, amid fears of an escalating gang 
war that has included drive-by shootings and a 
blast outside a fortified Hell’s Angel’s clubhouse. 
Sunday’s death was the first casualty from the 
suspected gang-related clashes. 

The fight empted in one of Sydney airport’s two 
domestic terminals when a group of suspected 
gang members was ambushed by another group 
from a rival gang as they disembarked from a 
flight. 

Witnesses to the fighting said it was bmtal. 
“They came running through picking up the 
big metal barrier poles and swinging them like 
swords at each other,” Naomi Constantine told 
the Australian Broadcasting Corp. “I saw one of 
the men lying on the ground and another man 
came up with a pole and just started smashing it 
into his head.” 


Police said 15 men were involved in the violence, 
which rampaged from the ground floor up one 
level to the departures hall before most of the 
men fled. 

The four suspects were arrested away from the 
airport. An investigation was still under way to 
determine the cause of death of the man killed. 
Australian Federal Police Commissioner Mick 
Keelty admitted the violence took them by 
surprise but said police officers responded 
quickly to emergency phone calls for help. 

“The police can’t be everywhere all the time 
and this is an event that could have happened 
anywhere in Australia,” Keelty told reporters. 
Police have not identified the gangs suspected in 
the violence. 

New South Wales state Premier Nathan Rees 
called a meeting with his police minister and 
other top officials Monday to consider whether 
to crack down on biker gangs with laws banning 
clubhouses and meetings of more than two 
or three gang members. Officials likened the 
measures to counterterrorism laws. 

“These people have got to understand that’s not 
the sort of behavior we tolerate in Australia and 
we’ll be doing whatever we can to give police 
whatever powers they need to be able to stamp 
this out,” state Police Minister Tony Kelly said.

Canada’s controversial seal hunt set to start

CAP-AUX-MEULES, 
Quebec (AP) — Canada’s 
annual seal hunt is set to get 
under way Monday despite 
the continuing outcry of 
animal rights activists and 
an international effort to ban 
imported seal products. 

The federal Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans said the 
smallest stage of the largest 
marine mammal hunt in the 
world will start in the southern 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

This year’s total allowable 
catch has been set at 280,000, 
up from 275,000 last year. 
Seventy percent of the seals 
will be killed in an area off 
Newfoundland’s north coast 
known as the Front, while 30 
percent will be taken in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence — the 
first stage of the hunt. 
Rebecca Aldworth, director of 
Humane Society International 
Canada, said the world 
community is starting to move 
away from the commercial 
seal slaughter and her group 
will be there to monitor the 
activities. 

“It’s something we do every 
year. We come up here and 
we document what happens, 
but it never gets any easier,” 
Aldworth said Sunday. 

The start of the hunt comes 


three weeks after a European 
Parliament committee 

endorsed a bill that would 
impose a ban on the import 
of seal products to the 27- 
member union. 

The same bill granted an 
exemption to Canada’s 
Inuit to continue to trade 
seal products for cultural, 
educational or ceremonial 
purposes. 

To become law the bill 
must be approved by the 
entire EU assembly and EU 
governments. 

The committee’s decision 
came despite an intense 
lobbying effort by Canadian 
politicians looking to 
convince the European body 
that the commercial seal hunt 
is humane. 

Sheryl Fink, a researcher 
for the International Fund 
for Animal Welfare, said the 
move toward a ban is a sign 
the public’s appetite for the 
seal hunt is waning. 

“We are optimistic that we 
are starting to see a bit of 
change,” said Fink, whose 
group also plans to monitor 
the hunt. 

“I do think the writing’s on 
the wall.” 

The United States has banned 
Canadian seal products 


since 1972. The Netherlands 
and Belgium also ban seal 
products. The EuropeanUnion 
outlawed the sale of the white 
pelts of baby seals in 1983 
and Russia announced earlier 
this month that it would ban 
the hunting of baby seals. 
Registered hunters in Canada 
are now not allowed to 
kill seal pups that haven’t 
molted their downy white fur, 
typically when 10 to 21 days 
old. 

Animal rights groups say the 
seal hunt is cruel, difficult 
to monitor, ravages the 
seal population and doesn’t 
provide a lot of money for 
sealers. 

Sealers and the Fisheries 
Department defend the hunt 
as sustainable, humane 
and well-managed and say 
it provides supplemental 
income for isolated fishing 
communities that have been 
hurt by the decline in cod 
stocks. 

Fishermen sell seal pelts 
mostly for the fashion industry 
in Norway, Russia and China, 
as well as blubber for oil. The 
2006 take of some 335,000 
seals brought in about $25 
million. 

The department estimates the 
total harp seal population to 


be more than 5.5 million. The 
government says there were 
about 1.8 million seals in the 
1970s, and the population 
rebounded after Canada 
started managing the hunts. 

Gail Shea, Minister of 
Fisheries and Oceans, said the 
hunt is a significant source 
of income in many small, 
isolated coastal communities. 
She said they ensure the seal 
population is maintained. 

The seal hunt may be 
controversial in many places 


but it has overwhelming 
support in Atlantic Canada. 

Earlier this year, Canadian 
Senator Mac Harb introduced 
an anti-sealing bill but 
he couldn’t find a single 
colleague in the 105-seat 
Senate willing to second his 
motion to so it wasn’t debated. 
Some of Harb’s colleagues 
with more than two decades’ 
Senate experience remarked 
that they could not recall 
another instance where a bill 
failed to find a seconder.

NEW YORK (Reuters) - Wall 
Street’s attempt to recover 
further from 12-year lows faces 
its biggest test yet this week in 
the Treasury’s long-delayed bank 
rescue plan. 

But skeptics abound after reports 
this weekend revealed a plan 
coupling old approaches with 
several new twists. 

Concerns about the lack of 
investor interest last week in the 
government’s new fund aimed 
at reviving consumer and small- 
business lending, called the Term 
Asset-Backed Securities Loan 
Facility (TALF), rippled through 
the U.S. stock market, sending 
major indexes down about 2 
percent on Friday. 

“I don’t think the market will 
jump up and down on this (new 
plan),” Chip Hanlon, president 
of Delta Global Advisors Inc, in 
Huntington Beach, California, 
said on Sunday. 

“This is an alphabet soup of 
brilliant new ideas” that come on 
the heals of several failed efforts, 
he added. 

The plan incorporates a three¬ 
pronged approach that includes 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp offering low-interest loans 
to private investors for buying 
up banks’ soured assets, a source 
familiar with the plan said on 
Saturday. 

The Treasury Department will also 
revive a recent idea to hire fund 


managers to run a public-private 
fund that invests for potential 
profit in troubled mortgages, with 
government capital matching 
private capital contributions and 
the Federal Reserve will expand 
the $1 trillion TALF to buy old 
assets weighing on bank balance 
sheets. 

Analysts herald the toxic-asset 
plan as integral to jolting the 
recession-hit economy at a time 
when unemployment and jobless 
claims notch multiyear highs. 

The weakness of the economy will 
likely be highlighted by reams of 
economic data, including sales of 
new and existing homes, a final 
reading on fourth-quarter gross 
domestic product and weekly 
jobless claims. 

Indications on the consumer’s 
state of mind may come from 
quarterly results from closely 
watched names such as electronics 
retailer Best Buy Co (BBY.N) 
and an expected wave of pre¬ 
announcements about earnings, 
as well as a final reading on 
March consumer sentiment and 
a report on February personal 
income and consumption. 

Still, the bank plan more than any 
other factor probably will be in 
the forefront of investors’ minds. 
“Pretty much everything else is 
going to be background noise 
to the core issue: confidence in 
banks,” said Eric Kuby, chief 
investment officer for North Star 
Investment Management Corp, 


in Chicago. 

ALL ABOUT BANKS 
Stocks rose last week, emboldened 
by news that the Federal Reserve 
would take bold steps to expand 
its balance sheet and purchase 
mortgage-backed securities. Still 
the Fed move underscored the 
extent of the economy’s weakness 
and worries over unintended 
consequences of the central 
bank’s decision, which spurred a 
sell-off late in the week. 

For the week, the Dow gained 
0.75 percent and the S&P 500 
added 1.58 percent, while the 
Nasdaq climbed 1.80 percent. 
Before news of the new three¬ 
pronged effort, investors had been 
anticipating details on the closely 
related Public Private Investment 
Fund, or PPIF — first proposed 
last month in only very broad 
terms by U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner. 

Some government officials have 
said the plan could be modeled 
on the Fed’s $200-billion Term 
Asset-Backed Securities Loan 
Facility, known as TALF. 

But the lackluster reception of the 
first TALF auction on Thursday 
suggests there will be challenges 
for the bank recovery plan.

Goosen wins the Transitions Championship

PALM HARBOR, Fla. - Retief 
Goosen took an important step 
toward rejoining the elite in golf 
Sunday by closing with a 1-under 
70 for a one-shot victory in the 
Transitions Championship, his 
first PGA Tour win in nearly four 
years. 

Goosen had a two-shot lead 
with three holes to play on the 
demanding Copperhead Course 
at Innisbrook, when just like 
everyone else, he struggled to 
hang on. The two-time U.S. Open 
champion barely made it. 
Needing only two putts from 25 
feet for the win, he watched his 
first putt roll 5 feet past the hole. 
His par putt curled in the side of 
the cup, giving him a one-shot 
victory over Charles Howell III 
and Brett Quigley. 

“Eventually, you wonder if you 
can still do it,” Goosen said. 
Howell, an Augusta, Ga., native 
who has to win over the next two 
weeks to earn a trip to the Masters, 
made bogeys on the 15th and 
16th holes, and couldn’t find any 
birdies to catch up. He shot a 69 
for his best finish since winning 
at Riviera two years ago. 

Quigley is now 0-for-342 in his 
13 years on the PGA Tour, but 
he was bogey-free on the back 
nine and closed with a 68 for 
his second runner-up finish in as 
many weeks. 

Former Ryder Cup captain Tom 
Lehman, trying to become the 
seventh player in his 50s to win 
on the PGA Tour, did not make 
a birdie until a long putt on the 
17th hole, and he shot a 75 to tie 
for eighth. 

Goosen, a 40-year-old South 
African who was part of the 
“Big Three” in the world ranking 
three years ago, nearly fell out 
of the top 50 until he overcame 
some problems with corrective 
eye surgery and worked hard on 
his fitness, dropping some 20 
pounds. 

He won on the South African 
and Asian tours during the fall, 
but this was a big breakthrough 
— especially with the Masters 
coming up.

Pat Hurst wins

The steep and scrubby 
course outside Mexico City 
has always been tough for 
Ochoa. She has yet to win 
the Mastercard Classic in 
five attempts. Last year, she 
opened with a 4-over 76 
— her worst score in nearly 
a year — and ended up tying 
for eighth. 

But Ochoa’s fans were 
convinced this year would 
be different. They packed 
the sun-drenched hillsides 
to watch the Mexican native 
play. And as she walked 
onto the 18th green, chants 
of “Mexico!” and “Lorena!” 
filled the scrubby valleys. 
Some of Ochoa’s most 
enthusiastic fans are pre-teen, 
pony-tailed Mexican girls 
who follow her career as if 
she were a pop star. 

Ochoa still has two other

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Busch dominates at Bristol for 2nd win of soason

BRISTOL, Tenn. - Kyle 


Busch has dominated Bristol 
Motor Speedway before, 
only to be denied a trip to 


Victory Lane. 

Not this time. 

Busch led 378 of 502 laps on 
Sunday to win at Bristol, his 
second victory of the season. 
It was redemption for Busch, 
who lost his power steering 
while leading last spring and 
was bumped from the front 
in August by Carl Edwards 
after leading 415 laps. 

And he was well on his way 
to victory in the Nationwide 
Series race on Saturday, 
leading a race-high 157 laps 
before his crew let a tire slip 
away on the final pit stop. 
The ensuing penalty knocked 
him out of contention and he 
finished sixth. 

“We should have won here 
last fall, we should have won 


here yesterday,” Busch said. 
“This place probably owes 
me a few. But you can never 
ask a race track to pay you 
back. You just have to just 
keep working on it.” 

Busch has now won a race 
in one of NASCAR’s top 
three series every weekend 
this season. It started with 
a victory in the non-points 
qualifying race at Daytona 
and followed with wins in 
the Truck and Nationwide 
Series at California, the Cup 
race at Las Vegas, and the 
Nationwide race at Atlanta. 
He was untouchable in his 
Toyota in Sunday’s Cup race, 
even to teammate Denny 
Hamlin, who followed him 
across the finish line. 

“Man, it’s great to get a 1-2,” 
Hamlin said of the Joe Gibbs 
Racing dominance. 

Hamlin has had his own 
heartbreak at Bristol — he 
led 98 laps last spring and 
was headed to the win when 
a fuel pickup problem cost 
him the victory. He finished 
third, again behind Busch, in 
August. 

Defending three-time series 
champion Jimmie John s on 
was third in a Chevrolet to 
tie his career-best Bristol 
finish, back in 2004. John s on 
had devoted a good deal of 
time to figuring out why he’s 
struggled at Bristol, and the 
homework with crew chief 
Chad Knaus clearly paid off.

Rockets beat Spurs 87-85 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Luis 
Scola dropped in the winning 
layup with 11.2 seconds left 
after a bullet pass from Yao 
Ming as the Houston Rockets 
rallied in the fourth to wrest 
first place in the division from 
the San Antonio Spurs with an 
87-85 victory Sunday. 

Ron Artest scored 24 as 
Houston won its fifth straight 
to reclaim the top spot in the 
division for the first time since 
Christmas. The Rockets lead 
San Antonio by a half-game. 
Tim Duncan scored 23 
points for the Spurs, whose 
grip on the No. 2 spot in the 
West disappeared when Matt 
Bonner’s 3-pointer at the 
buzzer clanked off the rim. 
Scola finished with 19 points 
and 17 rebounds for Houston, 
which trailed by five midway 
through the fourth before 
storming back. 

Tony Parker had 22 points and 
12 assists but missed a tough

one.

Goosen finished at 8-under 
276 and won for the seventh 
time on the PGA Tour. It 
was his second victory at 
Innisbrook, having won in 
2003 when it was played in 
the fall. 

This looked more like June 
with greens so crusty and firm 
that the grass began dying 
on the weekend and some 
shots were difficult to hold. 
It was similar to Shinnecock 
Hills, where Goosen won his 
second U.S. Open in 2004. 

“It definitely got like 
Shinnecock,” he said. 
“You couldn’t hit them soft 
enough.” 

Lehman, who turned 50 two 
weeks ago, had a one-shot 
lead going into the final round 
as he tried to become the first 
ex-Ryder Cup captain since 
Tom Watson in 1998 to win 
on the PGA Tour. 

He hit a poor chip on the 
second hole that led to bogey 
and cost him the lead. That

Wi came 
up right and short on the 13 th, 
leaving him a difficult pitch to 
a back-right pin, and he had to 
scramble for bogey. He missed 
the 15th green to the right and 
had to work for bogey again. 
Howell, who has not missed 


the Masters since 2002, caught 
Goosen with a 12-foot birdie 
on the 14th. But his next tee 
shot was buried in deep rough 
just right of the 15th green, 
and with only 25 feet to the 
pin, flubbed his chip. He made 
bogey, then missed the 16th 
green well to the right and 
made another bogey. 

“You ride on such a thin line 
on a track like this, where you 
just know every bogey hurts 
more than most, because you 
know it’s so much harder to 
make up,” Howell said.

Nadal downs Murray to 
take Indian Wells title

INDIAN WELLS, California (AP) — Rafael Nadal powered his way 
to a 6-1, 6-2 victory over Andy Murray on a windy Sunday at the BNP 
Paribas Open, winning his second Indian Wells title in three years. 
The top-ranked Nadal’s low, hard groundstrokes gave him an edge in 
the gusty conditions over Murray, whose game relies more on pace 
and a mix of shots. 

Nadal, a 22-year-old Spaniard, added the championship to the 
Australian Open title he won earlier this year, and avenged a loss to 
eventual champion Murray in the Rotterdam final. 

Vera Zvonareva defeated defending champion Ana Ivanovic 7-6 (5), 
6-2 to win the women’s title. Zvonareva a day earlier teamed with 
Victoria Azarenka to take the women’s doubles. 

Nadal rode his usual powerful forehands to the lopsided win over 
Murray, hitting 10 winners from that side to Murray’s one. Nadal also 
was efficient at the net, winning eight of 11 points to Murray’s 5-of- 
10 . 

“The conditions today were really difficult. But I think I had a good 
strategy and played a really good match under these conditions,” Nadal 
said. “Probably Andy didn’t play his best because of the conditions, 
but I think I played a really complete match, moving very well. 

“I never stopped the legs during the match and I think that was the key. 
Maybe I accepted the conditions a little bit better than him. Maybe I 
had a little bit more positive attitude than him.” 

With the swirling wind making the service toss difficult, neither 
player served an ace. 

“Maybe I was a little bit more prepared,” Nadal said. “I tried to play 
inside the court, go to the net some, move all the time. It’s important 
that you know you don’t have to find the lines all the time, but hit the 
ball inside, not so close to the lines.” 

Murray said, “Rafa dealt with it well. He hit the ball cleaner and just 
seemed to get himself in better positions than I did. You want to be in 
the best position possible to hit each ball and I wasn’t. That’s why he 
managed to dictate most of the points.” 

Zvonareva was the steadier player in the women’s title match. 

With the gusts making even some routine shots extremely tricky, 
the 24-year-old Russian made far fewer mistakes than her Serbian 
opponent. 

Zvonareva joined Lindsay Davenport as the only women to win the 
singles and doubles title at Indian Wells in the same year. Davenport 
did it twice, in 1997 and 2000. 

In the singles final this time, the wind swirled around the stadium, 
with both players often tossing the ball to serve only to have to catch 
it and try again.

Gobierno de presidente Chavez asume 
puertos y aeropuertos en Venezuela 


CARACAS (AP) - El 
presidente Hugo Chavez 
anuncio el sabado que el 
Ej ecutivo asumio, con el apoyo 
de militares, los principales 
puertos y aeropuertos del 
pais, la mayoria de los 
cuales estaban en manos 
de gobernadores opositores 
que rechazaron la medida 
alegando que era violatoria de 
la Constitucion.
